Wages and Working Hours Kednoed. 


Mi tice 
has been posted at Lock 


Ridfc*:: furnace, A'burtis that a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent, will be made in 
wages, b?ginning December 15. 


Orders were issued at A'toona on 


Friday by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company reducing the hours of work 
for 5,000 men in the Juniata and Al- 
toona machine and car shops from ten 
to niae hours daily and half a day Sat- 
urday. 


The reduction of the working hours 


of the employees of tho. shops of the. 
Pennsylvania railroad at Harrisburg 
went into effect on Friday. The work- 
ing hours have been redu?ed to nine 
hours a day and to five hours on Sat- 
urday. 


The first of the numerous reductions 


in wages announced in the catt n mil's 
of southern New Eigland and at half 
a dczen points outside of that territory 
went into eff3C*, in all but one Fall 
R'ver corporation on Monday and at a 
number of outside mills. 
The reduc- 


tion affected 73 mills in Fall R'var, 
employing nearly 
25,000 hands, and 


about a score of corporations elsewhere 
iu NewEagland, employing about 7,- 
000 operatives. The Fill Eiver iron 
works, operating for print cloth mills, 
will cut down wages nest Marjdayi 
and on that day also nearly all Ehocie 
Island and Connecticut manufacturers

It was allowed even in 


Jewish society as organized under Old 
Testament law 
This system carried 


with it always a contempt for labor 
The condition of pagan nations now is 
but a copy of the ancient picture 
Caste in social and religious 
life 


allied to a universal contempt for labor 
and for the laborer, is characteristic of 
all pagan systems ancient and modern 
It is the great curse of heathenism to 
day It is the chief barrier in the way 
of the gospel 
It stands like a fiend of 


hell, 
wielding a two edged sword 


crying to every friend of progress, as 
well as to every gospel embassador 
'Thus far shall thou go but no far 
ther I 
The power to hinder all true 


progress is measured by the extent of 
this system 
It may exist only in cer 


tain sections of a land under a free 
government but where it does exist it 
cripples all progress 
The history of 


our own land is proof positive of this 
Caste is a nation's curse 
And caste is 


the basal idea of all pre Christian civ 
ihzation, and 
of all anti Christian 


nations of today 
Idleness honorable 


labor debasing It expresses its nature 
m one short sentence, "A few freemen 
and many slaves " Of necessity such a 
system contains in itself the elements 
of decay 
Commercial interests are 


neglected 
For what commerce does 


exist is m the hands of slaves 
A sys 


tern of unhonored and unpaid labor 
will destroy the moral sense of any 
people and must in time eat out the 
ii/o u/ i*Uc nation 


Tins almost universal system, es 


tabhshed by law and honored by cus 
torn, Christianity destroys It explodes 
the idea of caste 
It puts the race on 


a common level and teaches the doc 
trine of the universal brotherhood of 
man 
It dignifies honest toil, putting 


a carpenter and the son of a carpenter 
at the head of the new humanity 
Jesus answered the question, 
'Who is 


my neighbor ? and the practical ap 
plication of the answer is now filling 
the 
world with good Samaritans 


These ideas have set in motion a think 
ing self government of which our pres 
ent progress is the result Now, what 
ever you may think 
of Christ, or 


whether you may think of Him at all 
we are reminded as merchants me 
chanics and professional laborers that 
to the great principles which Christ 
taught we are debtor for the recogni- 
tion of our manhood, for the freedom 
of choice in our labor, for the right 
appreciation of honest toil 


The -masses of mankind, unblest 


with Christian influences, would be a 
mass of ignorant slaves, under a gov 
ernment of despotism, or an aristoc 
racy, or both of these combined But 
under Christian influences we are free 
Capital is not the master and sweating 
labor the slave 
Under true Christian 


influences they hold each other by the 
hand crying "We be brethren 
True, 


the end is not yet 
The four square 


city coming down from God, is as yet 
unfinished 
But much hopeful fruit 


is yet unripe 
Enough has ripened to 


test the nature of the tree 
The ap- 


plication of Christian principles is 
rapidly settling the relations of capital 
and labor 
When they are fully set 


tied they will be settled by the full ap 
plication of the teaching of Jesus 
As 


nations are controlled by these princi 
pies, to the same extent the rights of 
man are respected and his honest la 
bor is appreciated 
Of the influence of 


these ideas on the civilization and pro 
gress of Christian nations we need not 
speak at length 
Let the facts of 


history again bear their honest testi 
many 


We find this same group of facts 


clustering around another center, and 
one lying very near our homes, affect 
ing for good all oar home life 
We 


refer now to the influence of Christian 
ity in the social elevation of woman 
and her emancipation from the worst 
forms of slavery the world has ever 
known 


Even under the boasted civilization 


of Athens in its brightest days woman 
was a slave 
The copy of the ancient 


picture is faithfully followed in pagan 
nations today 
In every Christless na- 


tion woman is a slave. We need not 
speak of her condition in all Christian 
nations 
Let me but remind you that 


in proportion to the influence of Chris 
tianity m communities woman is re 
spected and honored 
It is not strange 


that in every Christian enterprise wo 
man is found with willing hands to 
work for God It is not strange that 
the bulk of Christian congregations 
prayer meetings and societies for 
Christian work is composed of women 
Christianity has redeemed her, not only 
spiritually, but socially 
But it is 


passing strange, one of the wonders of 
the world, that today a woman should 
be found denouncing on the platform 
and through the press the very system 
of religion to which she owes so much, 


even the privilege of denruncmg any 
thing 
For without it her lips would 


be closed 
And you can haidly imag 


me a greater curse on a woman 
La«t 


at the cross, first at the sepulchre, 
most blessed by Him and His teaching, 
woman should be the last to denounce 
and betray Him, the last to h»lp the 
scoffing infidel in tearing down the 
cross the symbol of her social freedom 
and of her children s eternal -salvation 


Thus do the facts of history comb re 


to give their most positive answer to 
our question, What has Christianitv 
done for civilization?" They bear tes 
timony to the truth and justice of the 
claim that our religion has been and is 
today the agent most powerful m thi 
true progress of the nations 
True i 


has had a grand arena m which to use 
its mighty power 
But other system 


had the same world of pollutioi anc 
sin on which to try their power to 
elevate the degraded and to purify th 
depraved 
But the world was ready 


for a new system of morals ' Yes 
God meant that it should be ready 
He waited patiently until it was ready 
using what He saw fit as a preparation 
One after another of the efforts o 
men failed, the world meanwhile be 
coming more corrupt, until the vices o 
the Canaanite, whom God destroyei 
root and branch, paled before thi 
vices of Pompen and Corinth Bach 
experiment lacked the one element o 
power which underlies the religion o 
Jesus and gives to it the efficacy of re 
generation, the power to give a man 
new life and to place before him some 
thing worth living for 
Hence Chris
